Supervisor-of Assessment! Drew, in hia 


report,- 'states' that he - bos' endeavored 
to place a'most conservative value on 
all parcels of real estate/and in the 
work he has.had the assistance of many 
members of the county board as well as 
assessors of the different towns, and oth- 
er gentlemen whose judgment as to val- 
ues none can question. He found that 
the values by inspection were somewhat 
less than sale value except in two towns, 
Dover and Rochester.- His method of 
obtaining true value has been to add the 
values of a town as obtained by inspec- 
tion and sale,1-and-divided by two, giv- 
ing vthe true valuers used. There has 
been a great difference of opinion among 
assessors' as to the value. 


WANTS THREE ASSESSORS. 


The supervisor of assessments recom- 


mends that each town have three assess- 
ors; that they should start to work as 
soon as elected and qualified, view every 
farm nnd parcel of real estate in tho dis- 
trict and place such value as in their 
judgment said real estate is easily worth.

THE BASIS ADVISED. 


In his report Mr. Drew submits a num 


be.- of tables which give tho assessed 
value of property of all kinds in tho 
county and the true value, as. hc,figures 
it. The .county members of the board 
want table 9 .taken as a basis of assess- 
ment this year. This gives the. assessed 
value of real estate in Racine at $15,- 
285,505 and in the entire county, $28,- 
511,380. The true value is given at $42,- 
288,849 in -the entire county. 
Of person- 


al property the assessed value is given 
at $6,568,620 and the true value at $V 
607,414. Tho aggregate assessed value 
of real and personal property is given at 
$35,080,000, and the real value at $50,- 
336,283. Taking this as a basis and re- 
ducing it down to $10,od6,000,' the coun- 
try members claim it wbuld increase Ra- 
cine $400,000; Mt. Pleasant $120,000 and 
city of Burlington $29;000, and other 
towns reduced. . This they' deem fair, 
claiming, that" the (iSBesiiod valuation of 
property in Racine, lit. Pleasant and 
Burlington are increasing a great deal 
faster than in the other towns.

the legislature of 1905 'passed a joint res- 
olution to amend the constitution, mak- 
ing possible the appropriation of money 
for state aid-in road building. This joint 
resolution must be considered by the leg- 
islature of 19107 and if passed by them.! 
must be voted upon by the people before 
any money ca,n be appropriated in Wis- 
consin to aid in building roads. 


The effect of the adoption oi such a 


system in Wisconsin can toe judged by its 
effect in other states. Where the plan 
has been adopted the public spirit of the 
citizens has been aroused and their in- 
terest in the good condition of the1 roads 
excited to such an extent in some eases, 
as in New York, Pennsylvania and Mas- 
sachusetts, that millions of dollars have 
been spent in improving the roadn. Ac- 
cording to most careful estimates the 
people have had more than these mil- 
lions returned to them in. the increased- 
value of the land, and the investment of 
these vast sums has therefore been am- 
ply justified, .even though they had to 
be" built directly by the country districts, 
through -which they passed. The working 
of state aid, however, is such that the 
country districts 
through which 
the 


roads pass do not pay this full cost. In 
Wisconsin the assessed valuation of farm 
property is very probably approximate- 
ly equalled by the assessed value of rail- 
road and city property.

BUILDItf G THE ICE HOUSE 


Som» .Polnt«onW«y» '.o Make th« Crop 


KMt. 


Build your icehouse in the shade by all 


means. Wood ia the • best material to 
use in building the- house. 
You will 


need no floor, more than some rails or 
poles covered with straw to keep the 
ice off the ground.' 'With the kind of soil 
you describe-you -will not have to make 
any extra provisions for drainage. The 
water from the melting ice will be ab- 
sorbed. The size, 12 by 12 feet, is rath- 
er small, snys the Rural New Yorker. 
Allowing 8 inches for inter-wall space 
and 8 inches between the inner wall and 
the ice, you will have a block of ice 
only a'little more than 9 feet square. 
Such- a small cube of ice melts much 
faster relatively than does a larger mass. 
It will be a disadvantage to build be- 
low the level of the ground on account 
of drainage, for one thing and also for 
other reasons. A1 small house should be 
about as high'as dimensions on the 
ground. A double roof is the best, but 
if the house is in- the shade it may be 
dispensed with. There should be open- 
ings in each end under the apex of the 
roof'for ventilation. 
In this latitude, 


icehouses need not necessarily be very 
elaborate affairs. I have frequently been 
in houses where you could sec out of 
knot holes and cracks on every side, and 
yet the owners seemed to have plenty of 
ice all through the season 


It is good practice, however, to make: 


the outer wall as tight as a carpenter 
can make it, with good matched lumber 
free from knot holes or. cracks. 
The 


inner wall may 'be of any kind of old 
boards which wil hold 
the 
sawdust, 


which is generally used to pack in be- 
tween the walls. It pays to have a 
good foundation for an icehouse. Have 
a mason to lay a wall and see that the 
sills are cemented to the'wall perfectly 
tight.

HEALTH "OF ARMIES COMPARED. 


Comparison of the health of the differ- 


ent armies- of the- world for the year 
1905 is made in a report by Surgeon 
General R. M. O'Reilly, U. S. A. Many 
countries have a low death rate because 
their sick ara promptly discharged or 
retired, and "die out of the service in- 
stead of on the sick reports. 


The British army ranks first in the 


death rate, with 7.13 deaths per 1,000 
men, and the American army having tho 
next highest, 6.28. The Prussian army 
has the lowest rate—2 per 1,000 men. 
The American army exceeds all others in 
relative healthfulness except the Dutch 
and Bavarian. The American army ex- 
ceeded all others in cases of alcoholism 
and dysentery. The death rate, how- 
ever, Rhows a steady decrease. Tubercu- 
losis led as a cause of death, with 'pneu- 
monia second. 


In speaking of the health of the troops 


in the Philippines the report • suys all 
the rates, except the death rate for dis- 
ease, were lower than in 1904. Tuber- 
culosis alone caused nearly 50 per cent 
of the discharges and more than 20 pi-r 
cent of the-deaths from disease.
